Macon, Ga., September 2.—(Special.)— 
Thomas W. Hardwick was today nomi- 
nated short-term senator on the four- 
teenth ballot, after the most pictur- 

esque convention that has been held in 
the state of Georgia in the past twenty- 
five years. 

The vote stood: Hardwick 235, Sla- 
ton 133, Hutchens 4. 

Mr. Hardwick’s nomination was the 
direct result of Thomas §S%. Felder’s 
withdrawal from the race and practical 
instructions on his part that his votes 
go to Mr. Hardwick. 

The convention was called to order 

ay at 12 o’clock. It had adjourned 
‘at 7:15 In‘the mor ad few of the 


‘delegates had hadiany sleep, as follow- 
aig the adjournmént calls for thé sup- 


“porters of the three leading candgdates 
to meet in immediate caucus had been 
made. These caucuses were held up to 
the hour of convening today. 

The delegates were thoroughly worn 
out and their voices were hoarse as & 
result of the wild disarder of the night 


previous. 
Word Passed Around. 

No sooner had the convention con- 
vened than the word was quietly passed 
around that Mr. Felder would withdraw 
from the race. This meant but one 
thing—the nomination of Thomas W. 
Hardwick on the fourteenth ballot. 

Mr. Felder mounted the platform at 
12:10 o’clock. The confusion and disor- 
der of the night before had subsided in 
a large measure. The delegates and 
spectators, however, sat tense in sup- 
pressed excitement. Mr. Felder began 
his remarks by thanking the delegates 
who had stood by him through the thir- 
teen ballots. 

Among other things he said: 

“Il am convinced that the time has 
come when this convention should 
nominate a senator without further de- 
lay. I had hoped that during adjourn- 
ment of the convention this morning 
Governor Slaton would release his 
delegates and that Mr. Hardwick and 
myself might fight for them as best 
we could. But I find that we are 
starting just as we left off this morn- 
ing. 

“IT am going to ask the consent of 
my friends to withdraw my name from 
consideration by the convention. I am 
now out of it, but if my delegates will 
follow mé they will follow the path of 
progressive democracy.” 

The convention broke out in an up- 
roar and the Hardwick emblem of a 
gigantic game cock was carried to 
the platform. 

H.-H. Dean, of Hall county, one of 
Governor Slaton’s strongest support- 
ers, stated that he thought it was only 
fair to Governor Slaton that he be 
allowed the same privilege of address- 
ing the convention that had been ac- 
corded Mr. Felder. 

Governor Slaton Speaks. 

Governor Slaton made a clean cut, 
manly speech, which was frequently 
cheered by the audienca He stated 
that he ‘had been the first or second 
choice of three-fourths of the 148 
counties in the state and that accord- 
ing to all the rules of democratic prin- 
ciples he was the logical nominee of 
the party. He said that he yielded to 
no man in allegiance to principles of 
progressive democracy. 

“Upon my record of real progressive- 
ness I have made my campaign,” he 
said.

English Lord Believes the 
Allies Will Capture Berlin, 
and That Paris Will Never 
Fall Into German Hands. 


Lord M. E. Carthew-Yorstoun, a re- 
tired English cavalry officer and son 
of an earl, who is now living in At- 
lanta at East Lake, lured by the call 
of patriotism, has decided to return 
to the “old country” to join the Brit- 
ish army now engaged in France. 

Lord Yorstoun has received official 
notification that all retired officers 
will be given commands on rejoining 
the army. He is eager for the fray 
and will leave Atlanta today for 
Canada, where he will attach himself 
to a volunteer unit of British sub- 
jects now mobilizing there and ship 
at once for BEngland. 

The Brifisher has been a fighter all 
his life, having been a member of an 
English cavalry regiment since becom- 
ing of age, rising to the rank of a 
colonel. His regiment, known as “The 
Poona Horse,” was stationed in India 
and became famous in the campaign 
against the hostile natives of northern 
India. 

Much Active Service. 

Lord Yorstoun has had much ac- 
tive service, having gone through the 
Boer war, the campaigns against the 
Zulu natives and the campaign against 
the natives of northern India.

“I do not believe the Germans will 
ever capture Paris. The French capi- 
tal is too well fortified, and in a short 
time I believe that British reinforce- 
ments: will sweep down upon the Ger- 
mans from the north, and drive them 
back.

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Paris Aviators Repel 
German Airship Attack 


Paris, September 2.—(11:20.p. m.)—A fight in the air over Paris took 
place this evening. Three German aeroplanes hovered over the capital and 
immediately two French machines were sent up to engage them. 

Meanwhile rifles and machine gung mounted on public buildings kept up 


a constant fire. 


By this means one of the German machines became sep- 


arated from the others and the French aviators flew swiftly in its direction. 


The German opened fire, to which the Frenchmen replied vigorously. 


The engagament seemed to turn’ to the advantage of the German, who 
mounted speedily to a higher level, and, holding this position, was saved 
from further attack. He finally disappeared in a northwesterly direction over 


Fort Romainville, after a vain pursuit. 


“The other German aeroplanes also escaped the fire of the guns, and, 
after circling about for a considerable time, disappeared from view.

GERMANS BETWEEN 
HANIMIER AND ANY 


Must Win Big Victory Soon 
or Suffer Crushing Defeat. 
Paris Calm as Germans 
Approach. 


London, September 2.—"“With the 
Germans so near there has not been a 
day in the last months when Paris pre- 
sented the appearance of such complete 

calm,” says the Paris correspondent of 
The Chronicle, “more shops are open 
and rows of chairs have appeared be- 
fore the chief cafes. 

“The possibility of a German raid is 
very slight. Solitary fortresses may 
perhaps be masked, but the attempt 
to cut down the Oise valley towards 
Paris, except as a trivial raid without 
first routing the masses of the army, is 
madness. 

“We may assume, therefore, that if 
the Germans have faced eastward and 
turned their backs on the British and 
other forces gathering in Picardy (an 
old province in northern France, but 
now forming the department of Somme 
and part of Oise, Pas de Calais and 
Aisne) they must either win an imme- 

| diate victory or risk being caught be- 
tween the hammer and the anvil. If 
they win they will still have to meet 
other armies, including the large gar- 


rison army. 

“Common sense is shown in prepar- 

ing against any contingency. 
Lights Extinguished. 

“More than one edition daily of any 
newspaper is prohibited on pain of per- 
manent suppression, and the lights on 
the Seine bridges and the river side 
have been greatly reduced, no doubt 
out of regard for the Zeppelins and 
aeroplanes. 

“No considerable change is percepti- 
ble in the military situation, and it is 
believed that the main French army and 
the British wing still hold the line. So 
far the German turning movement by 
eastern Belgium, which cost enormous 
losses and risks, has been successful, 
but now the position is very different. 
The best Prussian and Hanover troops 
are now exhausted, and the Germans 
now have the main bodies of the allies 
to meet. 

“The forts on which so many brains 
have been spent are not silenced. What

Battie Line 75 Miles Long. 

“A brief official review just issued 
reveals the vast extent of this unprece- 
dented battlefield, 75 miles long. Forty- 
five miles southward from théir main 
army the allies blooked — the German 
ath.

Paris, September 3.—(12:02 a. m.)—A proclamation has just. been issued 
by the government announcing that the sovetenyien departments wil] be 


transferred temporarily to Bordeaux. 
The proclamation was issued by the minister of the interior, who said 

the decision had been taken solely upon the demand of the military authorities, 

because the fortified places of Paris, while not necessarfly likely to bes 

attacked, would. become the pivot of the field operations of the two armies. 
The building of supplementary defense works is proceeding vigorously. 
Several of the gates of Paris were closed to traffie last night. 


Landing of Jap Troops 
In China Is Protested 


Pekin, September 2.—The German legation has protested to the foreign 
office against an alleged infringement of China’s neutrality by Japan. The 
protest followed the landing of a Japanese division at the newly-opened Chi- 
nese port of Lung-Kow, 100 miles north of Tsing-Tau. | 

News of the Japanese landing caused no surprise here, as the Japanese - 
legation several days ago requested the foreign office to remove the limit of 
the fifty kilometers (about thirty miles) radius prescribed by the Chinese 
as the fighting area around Tsing-Tau. The foreign office did not comply with 
the request, but it was understood that the Chinese troops would be instructed. 
not to oppose the Japanese. The Chinese officials are described as incensed, 
but afraid of doing anything that might afford the Japanese a cause for terri- 
torial or other exactions. 

Whether British forces will cross Shantung péninsula with the Japanese 
is not divulged, but the point is much discussed here. | 


Washington, September 2.—Chinese officials have called the attention of 
American consular officers at Cheefoo to the landing of several thousand 
troops by Japan on Chinese territory at Lung-Kow, near Huang Haien. This, 
Chinese officials claim, is a distinct violation of neutrality. . _—

Petrograd (St. Petersburg), September 2.—The following official com- 
'munication was issued by the Russian war office tonight: 

“After a battle lasting seven days the Russian army seized heavily 


fortified positions around Lembérg (capital of Galicia, in Austria-Hungary), 


‘about ten or twelve miles from the town. The Russian troops then ad- 


vanced toward the principal forts. 

“After a battle yesterday, which was fiercely contested, the Austrians 
were obliged to retreat in disorder, abandoning heavy and light guns, parks 
of artillery and field kitchens. 

“Our advance guard and cavalry pursued the enemy, who suffered enor- 
mous losses in killed, wounded and prisoners. 

“The Austrian army operating in the neighborhood of Lemberg was the 
Third, Eleventh and Twelfth corps and part of the Seventh and Fourteenth 
corps. This army appears to have been completely defeated. 

“During the pursuit by the Russian troops, the Austrians retreated from 
Guila Lipa, were forced to abandon thirty-one guns. Our troops are moving 
over roads encumbered with parks of artillery and convoys loaded with pro- 
visions of various kinds. 

“The total number of guns captured by the Russians around Lemberg 
amounts to 160.” 
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The foregoing dispatch was sent direct from Petrograd by the St. Peters- 
burg Telegraph agency, the semi-official Russian news agency, and is the 
first dispatch received in New York direct from the Russian capital since the 
declaration of war. 


New York, September 2.—Colonel Nikolai Golejewsky, military attache of 
the Russian embassy, made public today at the Russian consulate here a 
cablegram which he said he had received from the Russian war office at 
Petrograd (St. Petersburg). It confirms previcus official statements re- 
garding a Russian advance in the northern part of eastern Prussia. 

Regarding the situation in southern part of eastern Prussia, the mes- 
sage says: 

“The Germans have concentrated reinforcements on the whole of their 
front, and have taken the offensive in superior force, against two of our 
army corps. The latter suffered considerably from the fire of the heavy 
artillery brought up by the enemy from his fortresses on the Vistula. Since 
then we have brought up reinforcements, and contact with the enemy is 
being maintained. : 

“On the Galician front heavy fighting continues. 

“On September 1 all the Austrian attacks were repulsed, our troops 
taking three guns, ten machine guns and over 1,000 prisoners, who stated 
that the Austrian losses were very heavy. 

“In eastern Galicia our-advance cantinues. Especially stubborn fighting 
took place on the river Gnilaia Lipa. Here a naturally strong position was 


elaborately fortified, and, according to the statements of the prisoners, con- 


This position has been taken 
by our troops. An attempt to check our advance by a counter attack from 
the direction of Galitch failed.

CLAYTON MEASURE 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Anti-Trust Bill Which Sup- 
plements Sherman Law 
Receives Vote of Forty-Six 
to Sixteen. 


Washington, September 2.—Amended 
in many particulars the Clayton antl- 
trust bill, which supplments the Sher- 
man law and completes the administra- 
tion’s trust legislation program for 
this session of congress, passed the sen- 
ate late today, 46 to 14, and will be sent 
to conference, where the federal trade 
commission’s bill—first of the anti- 
trust easures—stillisunder consider- 
ation. Reports of both measures are 
hoped for within two weeks. 

Seven republican senators voted for 
the bill—Brady, Clapp, Cumming, Ken- 
yon, Norris, Perkins and Jones. They 
were joined by one progressive, Poin- 


dexter. 
The bill provides fines and imprison- 


{i ment for officers of corporations con- 


victed of offense. against the trust 
laws; prohibits exclusive and tieing 
contracts which restrict independence 
of purchasers, prohibits holding com- 
panies where their effect is to lessen 
competition or create monopoly, and 
makes illegal, two years after the pas- 
sage of the act, interlocking directo- 
rates in competing corporations, any 
one of which has capital of more than 
$1,000,000. It also forbids the inter- 
locking of railroad directors with cor- 
porations dealing in securities, railroad 
supplies or contracts, and liberalizes 
procedure in injunction and contempt 
cases. 
Sections Stricken Out. 

Sections of the house bill relating to 
price discrimination and unfair com- 
petition were stricken out in the senate. 

Labor, agricultural and horticultural 
organizations, not conducted for profit, 
are exempted in the provision relating 
to monopoly. The maximum penalty 
for a violation of the provision pre- 
venting exclusive contracts is $5,000 or 
one year’s imprisonment or both. The 
provision against nolding companies 


would not prevent common carriers 


from acquiring branch lines where 
there is no substantial competition. 

Sections relating to interlocking di- 
rectorates are made effective two 
years after the passage of the act. 

Directors of railroads, under the 
terms of the bill, cannot be interlocked 
with corporations dealing in securities, 
railroad supplies or other articles of 
commerce or contracts for construction, 
maintenance, etc., to an amount of 
more than $50,900 in any one year, un- 
less purchases are made after competi- 
tive bidding under regulations of the 
interstate commerce commission. A 
penalty of two years’ imprisonment and 
$25,000 is prescribed for violation. 

Penalty for Officials. 

Another provision makes it a fel- 
ony for officials of common carrier 
corporations wilfully to misapply or 
permit gy hag ee of funds of the 
corporation, the penalty being not less 
than $5,000 fine or imprisonment for not 
jess than one or more than ten years, 
or both. 

The section dealing with court pro- 
|cedure provides that no injunction shall 
be issued between employers and em- 
ployees in labor disputes unless nec- 
essary to pdt gg injury te property or 
property rights, and no such order shall 
prohibit the right of employees to 
strike or peacefully persuade others to 
do so. Disobedience of writs subjects 
offenders to contempt proceedings, ac- 
cused in indirect cases being granted 
trial Dy pury. 

President Wilson will delay his se- 
lection of the members of the new trade 
commission until after the measure has 
been harmonized with the Clayton bill 
by the conference reports. He has not 
considered any names as yet.

CONSULAR SERVICE BILL 
FAVORED BY COMMITTEE 


Washington, September 2.—Senator 
Stone’s bill for reorganization of the 


diplomatic nd consular service was 
ordered favorably reported by the sen- 
ate committee on foreign relations. Ap- 
pointments of embassy secretaries, 
consul generals and consuls would bs 
by commission to general service and 
not to any particular post. They would 
be assigned to posts by order of the 
president. 

No officer would be assigned for 
duty in the department of state for 
more than three years unless demand- 
ed by the public interest, when an ex- 
tension of one year would be permit- 
ted. Secretaries in the diplomatic 
service would be graded into five 
classes; consuls general into five class- 
es and consuls into nine classes. 

Provision is made for keeping effi- 
ciency records. 

An ambassador, minister, diplomatic 
agent or secretary in the diplomatic 
service would be prohibited from hav- 
ing interest in or transacting business 
as a merchant, broker or other trade 
within the country to which he is ac- 
credited. 

A hearing on the bill was held today 
by the house foreign affairs committee. 
Wilbur J. Carr, director of the consular 
service, urged it for the state depart. 
ment.

“The report is confirmed that the 
French abducted fourteen women and 
twenty-five children from a German 
frontier place; also a hospital doctor 
and assistant from Lerchingen. \Fate 
unknown. 

“The papers are full of Russian hor- 
rors in East Prussia.

Germans Still in Brussels. 

Later the German embassy received 
the following additional wireless from 
Berlin: : 

“The news that German troops have 
left Brussels on account of the situation 
in East Prussia is wrong. The German 
administration in Brussels is very ac- 
tive, servants arriving every day for 
newly organzied offices. 

“The French official communique 
that the Ryssians have completely in- 
vested Konigsburg is also a lie. The 
Russians never covered half the dis- 
tance between the frontier and honigs- 
burg, and are now retreating eastward 
after the annihilation of their Narew 
army. 

“The Gazette Del Popolaro, 
spectable paper, calls London a lie fac- 
tory comparable with Shanghai during 
the Russo-Japanese war. 

“Belgium Reports Lies.” 

“Lord Churchill's declaration that a 
victorious Germany would seek expan- 
gion in South America appears to be the 
climax of ridiculous calumny and of an 
unscrupulous attempt to incite the 
friendly nations of both North and 
South America against the German 
people, while the German press here, 

“on the contrary, heartily welcomes the 
progress and prosperity of free Ameri- 
can nations. 

“German soldiers returning from 
Belgium cruelly mutilated, increase the 
German peoples exasperation against 
the revolting atrocities created by Bel- 
gian civilians. 

“Enormous excitement has been 
caused by the Belgians’ attempt to in- 
duce the world, with London and Paris, 
who are endless liars, as accomplices, 
in the belief that German soldiers are 
authors of atrocities. 

“The socialistic German paper ‘Vor- 
waerts,’ gives a shocking description 
of the wholesale assassination of Ger- 
mars at Louvain. The Simplicissimus, 
another publication, says the name Bel- 
gian is the worst insult that could be 
inflicted upon civilized man.”

The Teutons Are Flinging 
Away Thousands of Lives 
to Gain End Ultimately. 


London, September 2.—The Chron- 
icle’s correspondent from an unnamed 
town sends an account of the third 
British battle dated Monday, which 
follows: 

“Desperate fighting* in which the 
British troops are playing a heroic 
part is taking place close by. The right 
wing of the allied forces, forming the 
northern army, has been fiercely en- 
gaged, but it is against the British or 
left wing that the Germans are fling- 
ing the whole of their weight, regard- 
less of the enormous sacrifice of hu- 
man life entailed. The enemy seems 
bent upon breaking through our de- 
fensive line and so pushing back the 
allies nearer to Paris. 

‘The battle, which is still at an un- 
decisive stage; was preceded by very 
heavy artillery fire. The German guns 
were well served and the aim of their 
guns was rendered very accurate by ob- 
servation of aerial pilots, who through- 
out the day hovered above the allied 
position, correcting any wild ffring on 
the part of the German guns.

Germans Reckless.

No 
doubt the rapid advance of the Rus- 
sians in eastern Prussia has some- 
thing to do with this and is respon- 
sible for the frantic and inane haste 
which characteriZes the .German at- 
tempt in northern France to smash 
the thin khaki line which so valiantly 
bars the road toward Compeigne, Sois- 
sons and Paris. 

“That stories of German atrocities 
are not one whit exaggerated may be 
gathered from the story told me by a 
sergeant who was wounded in the ac- 
tion near Mons Sunday a week ago. 
As he lay helpless on the ground and 
the German infantry swept by he 
could hear, from the imploring cries 
of the wounded in his front, that they 
hegre being ruthlessly put to death by 
their foes. 

“Closing his eyes and simulating 
death the wounded sergeant lay per- 
fectly still. As the Germans passed 
him he received a violent blow in the 
chest from the butt end of a rifle, 
which broke one of his ribs. He bore 
the pain unflinchingly and never 
moved a muscle. Another Prussian 
stabbed a wounded man with his bay- 
onet as he went past. 

“The sergeant’s ordeal was a ter- 
rible one and he expected every mo- 
ment to be his last. Ultimatély the 
German advance was broken and their 
infantry came rolling back, shattered 
and disordered, leaving behind a trail 
of dead and wounded. The wounded 
sergeant was picked up by British 
stretcher-bearers and conveyed to the 
base hospital, where he is now fast 
recovering.” | 


RUSSIAN AMBASSADOR 


ANSWERS BERNSTORFE 


Denies That Poles Have Risen 
in Rebellion Against 
the Czar. 


New York, September 2.—George 
Bakhmeteff, Russian ambassador. to 
the United States, today issued the fol- 
lowing statement through the Russian 
consulate here. 

“Colonel Golejewski, military attache 
to the imperial Russian embassy, has 
called our attention to the statement 
made by the German ambassador in an 
interview in which he says that, ‘the 
Poles .already have risen in rebellion 
and. Russian telegrams stated that the 


}Poles are to be treated as enemies, 


This decidés the fate of Russia. This 
news furthermore, comes from Russia. 
It was not made in Germany.’ Count 
Bernstorff evidently has misunderstood 
or misquoted the news that did come 
from Russia on’ the subject. After hig 
manifesto to all Poles, Russian, Prus- 
sian or Austrian, the grand duke, com- 
mander-in-chief, issued some time ago 
an order to the army to treat all Poles 
especially leniently and give them, 
even as prisoners or inhabitants of the 
region that the Russian army ocupies, 
kind and considerate treatment. This 
is the attitude of Russia toward the 
Poles. 

“But the commander-in-chief declar- 
ed also that Galician Polish Sokols, that 
is, armed troops ofa gymnastic society 
in Austria Poland, cannot be consid- 
ered as regular soldiers, but only as 
‘franc tiereurs’ and treated as such. This 
is an accepted rule of regular warfare, 
recognized by everybody and especially 
rigorously enforced by the Germans 
themselves. Count Bernstorff seems to 
have generalized the last order and ap- 
plied it not.to the Sokol Franc Tiereurs, 
but to all Poles. There is no doubt 
but that both of these orders came 
from Russia, but the wrong interpre- 
tation of them was certainly ‘made’ 
somewhere else. 

“I consider it my duty to give this 
explanation in the interest of truth, and 
the press can easily find the text, both 
of the manifesto and of these two or- 
ders, as they have been published in 
American papers.” , 


EMPRESS OF RUSSIA 
VISITS THE WOUNDED 


London, September 2.—(2:30 a. m.)— 
The Daily Telegraph’s correspondent 
from St. Petersburg wires: “By spe- 
cial order a train with the first con- 
signment of wounded soldiers from the 
front halted at the Tsarkoe Solo sta- 
tion, where the men were visited by 
the empress, the heir apparent and 
the Grand Duchess Olga. They walk- 
ed through the train, listened to the 
medical reparts and made_ inquiries 
concerning the condition of the pa- 
tients. They then watched the trans- 
fer of the disabled men to ambulances 
in which they were taken to the Tsar- 
koe Solo hospital. (Most of the men 
received their. wounds in the fighting 
near Soldau, in East Prussia.) 

“More stringent regulations against 
the sale of alcohol in railway stations 
have been issued. ~ Intoxicants may 
be sold only at bars and then only 
when full meals are ordered.

GERMAN LLOYD LINER 
CAPTURED BY BRITISH 


Kronprinz Wilhelm Reported 
Taken by English Flotilla 
to Bermuda. 


New York, September 2.—Sir Courte- 
may Bennett, British consul general in 
this city, announced this afternoon that 
he had been informed by a trustworthy 
friend that the North German Lloyd 
steamer Kronprinz Wilhelm has been 
captured in nearby waters by the Brit- 
ish flotilla of cruisers and taken, a 
war prize, to Bermuda. His informa- 
tion, he said, had not been confirmed, 
but he thought it true. 

The Kronprinz Wilhelm sailed from 
New York with darkened lights and 
all the coal she could get aboard, a day 
or so before the declaration of war be- 
tween Germany and Great Britain. She 
has not yet been reported as arriving 
at any port. The impression prevailed 
at the time of hgér departure that her 
mission was to furnish coal to German 
cruisers in the North Atlantic. 

The British cruiser Suffolk, coaling 
at Halifax, ten days or so later, re- 
ported that she had sighted the Kron- 
prinz Wilhelm transferring coal in 
mid-ocean to the German cruiser Karls- 
ruhe a day or two previous. The Suf- 
folk surprised the two vessels, her of- 
ficers said, and both the steamer and 
the German cruiser fled. The Suffolk 
pursued the cruiser and the Kronprinz 
Wilhelm was soon lost to view. 

From that day to this the where- 
abouts of the Kronprinz Wilhelm has 
been unreported. 


SAYS GERMANS SLEW

fies—Teutons Suffered 
Severely at Mons. 


London, September 2.—The Ostend 
correspondent of The Express quotes 
Leon Hiard, senator of ainault, as 
testifying “that the Germans killed 
their own severely wounded on ‘the 
battlefield, only ,/tending those who 
would soon recover.”

SERIOUS DEFEAT 


Disaster to Two Army 
Corps and Loss of Three 
Generals Admitted by Rus- 
sian Staff. j 


London, September 2.—Advices have 
been received here from St. Petersburg 
to the effect that the Russian general 
staff frankly confesses to disaster to 
two army corps, including the loss of 
three generals. * 

Telegraphing from St. Petersburg 
the correspondent of The Times de- 
clares that the war reports given out 
by the headquarters staff in the Rus- 
sian capital are generally rather meager 
but contrary to what is the case in 
Berlin and Vienna, they are always 
true. 

That the headquarters will stick to 
this plan also when the news is bad is 
proved by the announcements today. 
The wording of today’s announcement 
indicates that other Vistula fortresses, 
besides Graudenz and Thorn, have been 
sent pyre ts pct The news arriv- 
ed last night an the people of St. 
Petersburg received it with firmness. 

Brilliant Commander Killed. 

General Samsoniv, one of the Rus- 
sian commanders killed, was consider- 
ed one of Russia’s most capable and 
brilliant generals. He greatly dis- 
tinguished himself in the Russo-Japa- 
nese war. He lived in Taskent, Rus- 
sian Turkestan, until the present war. 

The other two lost commanders, The 
Times correspondent goes on, were 
General Marton, commander of anarmy 
corps, and General Pestitch, attached to 
the general staff. 


* From Galicia the only news is that 


a fierce battle is still raging. The sit- 
uation in this Austrian province is 
probably as follows: 

A large Austrian army, with its base 
upon Cracow and Przemysl, fifty miles 
west of Limberg, has occupied the 
south portion of the Russian-Polish 
governments of Lublin and Kielcez. It 
advanced in two independent columns 
to the north, one on either side of the 
river Vistula. Against the column ad- 
vancing on Lublin marched the largest 
part of the third Russian army. The 
hostile forces met south of Lublin and 
towards Tomashov, where the battle 
announced more than a week ago, is in 
progress. 

At the same time the Russian fourth 
army crossed the eastern frontier of 
Galicia and after a series of minor en- 
counters in which it was everywhere 
victorious, drove back the considerable 
Austrian forces massed there until a 
general battle ensued about thirty 
miles east of Limberg. After long-sus- 
tained and heavy fighting at this point, 


the Russians captured several places,

Millions Are Battling. 

“In conclusion the corresponaent of 
The Times says that the information 
given .out at headquarters in ; 
Petersburg indicates that the Russians 
in spite of the Austrian stubborn de- 
fense will bring victory home in this 
long sustained and terrible battle in 
which probably more than _ 1,000,000 
men are engaged.

Certain important ref- 
erences, notably the statement of The 
Times correspondent, in which*he sums 
up the Russian official announcement 
of the disaster to two army corps and 
the death of three Russian generals, 
were not permitted to come out of 
England.

Does Advertising ‘Increase the 


Cost of Living? 
(Herbert S. Houston, in World’s Work.) 


The educational committee. of the Asso-. 


ciated Advertising Clubs of America has 
seen that a business which in America calls 
for an expenditure every year of double 
the cost of digging the Panama canal must 
fully justify itself to the public. Naturally 
so vast a sum raises the suspicion that it 
may have some part to bear in the high cost 
of living. Advertisers. challenge this sus- 
picion and point to the fact that advertised 
articles have maintained the same price 
levels, despite the general tendency to high- 
er levels, and they say that this has been 
possible through larger sales secured by 
advertising. The educational committee 

surveying this whole subject and it an- 
nounced at the recent convention of adver- 
tising clubs at Toronto that during the 
coming year it would add to its activities 
the work of a committee that would seek! to 
make all the public know how it is being 


) eerveA through advertising. . 


Just a week’s time was required for the 
American bankers tn co-operation with the 
government to get the financial situation 
and the money market fairly well in hand. 
Just a week from the day of the closing of 
the stock exchange as a pretautionary meas- 
ure, official announcement was made by 
Secretary McAdoo and by the comptroller 
of the currency, John Skelton Williams; 
that the situation was well in hand. This 
announcement wag confirmed by leading 
New Yofk bankers and by those of Boston, 
Chicago and other large financial centers. 
From the leading Boston bankers came as- 
surances that there was not the slightest 
danger of money stringency in Boston, the 
banks being supplied with ample funds. 

Just as the banking and money market 
situation was found to be satisfactory, a 
new phase of the complications occasioned 
by the Européan war began to command 
earnest discussion. It was the enforced 
embargo upon foreign trade that command- 
ed attention. It came so suddenly that for 
a time there was paralysis in every de- 
partment of American activity which re- 
flected our foreign trade. 

The problem was a serious one for sev- 
eral reasons. First of all, it brought about 
an absolute deadlock, so far as foreign 
exchange was concerned. The great masters 
of foreign exchange found themselves face 
to face with a problem for which. there was 
no precedent. Had there been any precedent 
to whieh these men could have turned, 
they might have found speedily a soluti6n 
of the problem. Apparently, we have got to 
get along for some time, so far as our 
exports are concerned, even after commerce 
is renewed, without the aid of foreign ex- 
change. If a situation of that kind is de- 
veloped it will put us back in time several 
centuries, when foreign trade was actual 
barter and when the negotiable instruments 
which’ represented it were yet to be in- 
vented by the merchants of Amsterdam. 

In the next place, the blockade of our 
foreign trade has seriously affected our 
great ocean ports. Galveston and New Or- 
leans, which are great shippers of cotton— 
Galveston for that reason standing second 
among the export cities of the United 
States—found themselves instant)y in an 
impasse. To relieve themselves of pecuniary 
obligations, some of the railroads, which at 
this time should have been occupied full 
time and overtime in hauling grain from the 
western elevators to the seaports, felt justi- 
fied in announcing that they should hdve to 
put an e¢mbargo upon this traffic, since they 
could not deliver the grain at the seaports. 


The Way Out of It. 


There ig no doubt that adequate financial 
accommodation can be sequred, although by 
highly artificlalised methods, whereby the 
movement of commerce across the ocean 
will be made possible. It was*nvut unrea- 
sonable to consider a proposition involving 
the setting aside of a fund of at least 
three hundred million dollars for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the movement of our 
commodities acrobs the sea. 

Max May, one of the world’s great lead- 
ers in the field of foreign exchange, put 
the #ituation tersely into words when jhe 
Said that, just now, Europe is bankrupt. 
The United States must look upon Europe 
exactly as<the individual creditor looks 
upon a bankrupt corporation. 

In order to bring- about the reorganiza- 
tion of a great corporation which has been 
compelled to ask the protection of the 
courts, it ig usually essential that a con- 
siderable amount of fresh capital be utilized. 
This represents fairly well the situation as 
it now exists, covering Europe and the 
United States. It has been evident for some 
time to the bankers that, in order to re- 
lieve Europe of her temporary bankruptcy, 
it is essential that the United States provide 
her with money. Mr. May, who is usually 
one of the most cautious of men in ex- 
pressing opinions, said very frankly that 
we cannot do any business with Europe 
until we lend her some money. 

He does not mean by that statement that 
we must absorb or buy war loans issued 
by the nations of Europe. He means that 
we must provide European financial institu- 
tions, principally those of London, with the 
financial resources whereby our commerce 
with them may be resumed. In other words, 
we are called upon to lend money to Europe, 
principally London, and with this borrowed 
money the movement of our exports can 
be financed. 

From one point of view, this is not 
different @rom the relations established be- 
tween the United States and Japan when 
Russia and Japan were fighting. Japan ap- 
pealed to the United States for funds, and 
offered as security bonds behind which stood 
the credit and the faith of Japan. These 
bonds were accepted by American bankers, 
approximately a hundred million dollars. 
No small part of the funds thus obtained 
was held in American banks to the credit of 
Japan, and was drawn against by Japan to 
pay for equipment, foods and other com- 
modities bought by Japan at that time. In 
other words, we lent Japan money upon 
the security of national bonds, and Japan 
used that money to buy American commod- 
ities. . 

If the foreign exchange experts and the 
American bankers work out a plan by which 
we can provide Europe with funds with 
which to pay for importation of American 
commodities, the only difference between a 
transaction of this kind and the one which 
identified our national relation with Japan 
at the time of the war with Russia lies in 
the fact that the pecurity in the one in- 
stance was the credit of a nation and 
the security at this time must be 
the credit of the bankers of London 
and of Europe. But, as Japan left 
in the United States the greater part of 
the funds secured .by the sale of her bonds, 
so London and Europe must leave in the 
United States whatever money may be 
raised to facilitate the movement of our 
commerce across the sea. The money could 
be deposited here in trust. It could be 
drawn against by European purchasers. A 
remote effect of a transaction of that kind 
undoubtedly would be a great strengtiHen- 
ing of American credit in Europe and the 
creation: over there of a very large credit 
fund. 

Thus highly artificial are thé methods 
now proposed for lifting the sudden em- 
bargo which has blockaded American com<¢ 
merce and which for a time has paralyzed 
American industries engaged dn the export 
trade. Nobody pays any attention just now 
to the question of how far the war will 
affect imports into the United States.

The number of modern govern- 
ment students in Peking rose in ten years 
from 300 to 17,000, and the pupils in the 
surrounding province increased from 2,000 
to 200,000.

The splendid build- 
ings of the great normal schools rise in 
many cities, some having a thousand teach- . 
ers in training, for China's new system when 
completed will call for’ nearly a million 
teachers.

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RUSSIA. 

Russia is a vast, opaque nation extend- 
ing from the hot sands of Asia on the south 
to the midnight sun on the north, and from 
umbrageous savagry in the police depart- 
mént to the civilization of tomorrow in the 
works of Tolstoi. 

Russia, ds larger than the United States 
and has an annex, Siberia, which has 5,000,- 
000 square miles, being the largest peniten- 
tiary on the planet. Russia has 150,000,000 
people. Its czar, or owner, is the richest 
man in the world. It has a billion dollars 
in gold and produces each year two billion 
dollars’ worth of rye, barley, oats and 
wheat. The government receives over a 
billion dollars a year for expenses. The 
Srand dukes and their friends get half as 
much. This leaves enough for the common 
people to amount to two slices of black 
bread apiece per day, with an onion for 
Sundays. Being a common citizen in Russia 
is about the most unprofitable job on this 
planet. 

Russia is a comparatively flat and fertile 
country, surrounded on two sides by high 
mountains and on the other several sides by 
watchful enemies. Half of its area is still 
in the primeval forest, in spite of the fact 
that Russia has been doing business for 
over a thousand years. The disappearing 
forests form the least of Russia’s troubles. 
What has bothered her most in the last ten 
years has been her disappearing battle- 
ships. 

Russia’s people occupy themselves ear- 
nestiy in scratching a living out of the 
ground and do very little manufacturing. 
It exports wheat, oil, timber and Russian 
Jews in great quantities. Among the chief 
products of the country are vodka, a sort 
of super-red-eye, and whiskers. Russian 
beards are the most luxuriant In the world, 
and are the only untaxed product In the 
land. 

Russia has a huge army amounting to 
several millions of men, but has always been 
defended most effectively by its magnificent 
distances. Since Napoleon marched into the 
middle of Russia with half a million men 
and lost most of them walking home, in- 
vading Russia has not been regarded as a 
pastime by the powers. The principal 
method of fighting Russia has always been 
to get its army on the border and then to 
wade into it, trusting implicitly to the in- 
genuity of the grafters in the war depart- 
ment in supplying it with wooden guns and 
sand powder. 

Russia has a kind-hearted czar, Nicholas 
II., who views his country with regret, but 
isn’t allowed to do much for it by his ad- 
visors. It has a douma, which is a sort of 
denatured congress, and a_i state church, 
which runs the country and frowns severely 
upon education and other frivolities. 

The Russian is a hard-working man, 
and when he comes to America makes a 
good citiz6n and prospers. But in his own 
country he isn’t of any importance unless 
he becomes a nihilist. By means of nihilism 
the Russian lives a life of pleasurable ex- 
citement and eventually gets the longest 
free railroad ride on record—a _ (trip to 
Siberia without a return ticket. 

Russia was, first placed emphatically 
upon the map by Peter the Great in the 
seventeenth century. Since then it has 
spread until it afflicts almost $,000,000 
square miles, and thus far no treatment has 
served to reduce it.

| ar Dr. Jones—You wil! pardon me 
for writing you so soon after my last let- 
| to you, relative to my call to the Tpb- 
@rnacie church. 
Since writing you, we find ourselves with 
the whole of this continent plunged into 4 
State of terrible war, the end of which can- 
mot bé now seen. We had gone away for 
our holiday, expecting to be absent from 
church about two months. In less than 

Week after we left London, the nations 
of this continent were in war. Nothing like 
it has ever been known in the history of 
the nation. England particularly has been 
omy into action, to vindicate her honor 
@nd make good her pledges to weaker na- 
_ tions that border on her territory. 

At the present moment, there is such a 
State of mobilization of troops as was never 
known. England, along with other nations, 
1s turning every possible wheel in this di- 
rection, and just across the channel, at its 
most narrow point in Belgium and along the 
French frontier, fighting of the severest 
character is proceeding at this moment. 
English troops are being dispatched as fast 
88 mobilization will permit. 

All this, you can easily see, has caused 
® cloud of gloom and despondency to rest 
over our people. It has really meant the sus- 
Pension, for the present, at least, of al- 
Most every enterprise. Women and children, 
with their aching hearts, throng the streets 
and cluster about the railway stations. 

Such a condition forces me at once to 
. Feform my holiday plans and return to my 
Pulpit, where yesterday I preached morning 
ana evening to a heavy-heagted. but de- 
termined, patriotic people—for rest assured, 
there is no lack of patriotism here. 

you know, we have for some time 
been considering what our duty is in view 
of the call of the Tabernacle church. There 
has been considerable praying, I am sure, 
at both ends of the line, that is, between 
the church and ourselves; my church here 
not been apprised of the situation save 

as I have talked to a few individuals. 

It is true that I have not yet received 

anything in the way of a definite plan 
from the Tabernacle, save the notice of the 
call, and scores upon top of scores of let- 
ters and cables from loyal friends in and 
out of Atlanta. I presume you are arrang- 
ing the «lefiniteness of the plans, and per- 
haps it will come before this reaches you. 
However, I am sure the church can see that 
as matters have now shaped themselves 
here, further consideration on my part of 
the call must be abandoned. However 
much I feel my heart drawn to the church 
and to my native southiand, it would be 
worse than cruel for me to allow myself to 
consider leaving my people here under pres- 
ent conditions, to go to any place save to 
Heaven. And I must therefore put the mat- 
ter entirely aside, and decline the gracious 
Call extended me. It is impossible for us 
now to see how long we are going to be in 
the throes of war. It may be of short 
Guration; it may cover a long period of 
time, during which time we may have to 
suffer for the necessities of life. 
’ But I am sure that heroic Atlanta and 
the Tabernacle church would not have me 
under any circumstances consider forsaking 
® people under the present circumstances 
here. I should feel most entirely unworthy 
of your love and confidence if, for any 
consideration personal, I allowed myself to 
be guilty of such a thing. 

I trust you will convey this letter to the 
committee and through them to the church, 
that they may know my heart at the pres- 
ent moment. 

Praying the blessing of God upon you, and 
the guidance of His Spirit in all that you 
dc, and assuring you of my affectionate re- 
= for all of you, and further, solicit- 

your united prayers for us and for this

Young Parsons Will Protest on 
- Divorce From ‘ 


‘Lady Nicotine” 


Athens, Ga., September 2.—(Special.) 
At the last general conference of the 
Southern Methodist church action was 
taken prohibiting the admission of 
young preachers to the annual con- 
ference who are addicted to the habit 
of using tobacco in any form. 

N¢ action was taken as to the use 
of the weed by the preachers already 
in the conference. 

The “first year” class of young 
preachers who were admitted to the 
North Georgia conference last fall “on 
trial” and who are candidiates-to-be 
admitted into the “full connection” at 
the coming November meeting of North 
Georgia Methodists, most of them non- 
users of tobacco, it is said, has pre- 
pared a set of “protestant resolutions” 
and most of them will sign it. The 
resolutions will be submitted to the 
annual conference this fall and they 
are in full as follows: 

Protesting Resolutions. 

“Whereas, the general conference of 
the M. E. chureh, south, in its last ses- 
sion held at Oklahoma City, in May, 
Fenacted a law whereby no preacher can 
be admitted into full connection into 
any annual conference of the M. B. 
church, south, who will not forever ab- 
stain from the use of tobacco; and, 

“Whereas, all who were full-fledged 
members of the various conferences are 
exempt from this requirement and may 
continue the use of the ‘weed’ to what- 
ever extent desired; and, 

“Whereas, many coming up for ad- 
mission have been habitual users of 
tobacco in some form as long as some 
of those already members, and there- 
fore, would find it equally as difficult 
to break off the habit; and, 

‘Whereas, all men are created free 
and equal equity demands ‘equal rights

to all and special privileges to none;’]

“Whereas, the general conference 
does not regard the use of tobacco as 
sinful, but simply as a matter of pru- 
dence; and, 

“Whereas, abstinence from the use 
of tobacco will not be regarded as vol- 
untary but compulsory, and the exam- 
ple will, therefore, be robbed of the 
potency of its influence; therefore, be 
it 


Sets Double Standard. 

“Resolved, First, That we, the class 
of the first year on trial for admission 
into the North Georgia conférence term 
this act of the general conférence as 
unfair, unwise, despotic and setting a 
double standard. 

“Second, That if the use of tobacco is 
injurious in its nature and hurtful in 
its influence, as the act presupposes, 
it devolves upon all preachers both 
the ‘ins’ and ‘outs’ to abstain alike, or 
else that all be allowed to follow the 
dictates of his own conscience ag re- 
gards its use. 

“Third, That we regard those mem- 
bers of the conference who for years 
have gone in and out before the people, 
as shepherds and examples to the 
young, who have long been without 
apology victims of the iniquitous (7) 
habit, as inconsistent, insincere and 
lacking in the apostolic spirit, who, 
though themselves continue in the use, 
set in judgment and bar from member- 
ship of the conference those who mere- 
ly follow in their footsteps. 

“Fourth, That the use of tobacco in 
any form whatever should be prohibit- 
ed, and that we, the ‘outs,’ shall bow 
in submission before this law and ask 
as much of the ‘ins’ that it may cease 
to be an act of class legislation and 
that the ministry be not blamed.” ~”

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WAR RISK BUREAL 
WiLL OPEN TODAY 


a Uncle Sam’s Marine Insur-| 

- ance Department Is Now 
Ready to Aid Expansion of 
American Trade. 


Washington, September 2.—Uncleé 
Sam’s marine war risk insurance bu- 
regu, designed to inspire confidence in 
American shippers and aid American 
trade expansion, will ‘be open for bust- 
mess tomorrow at the treasury depart- 

‘ment. President Wilson signed the act 

creating the bureau today and tonight 
Secretary McAdoo announced the ap- 
Pointment of W. C. DeLanoy, of New 
York, an underwriting insurance e¢x- 
Pert, as director of the bureau. 

Mr. DeLanoy will open an office to- 
morrow, ready to insure American 
ships and American cargoes in Ameri- 
Can ships. His bureau will be under 
Assistant Secretary Peters. No re- 
Guests for insurance reached the bu- 
reau tonight. 

Administration plans as to the mer- 
chant marine also took definite form 
in other directions today. At a con- 
ference between the president, Secre- 
tary Daniels and members of the naval 
affairs and merchant marine commit- 
tees of the house, differences between 
the two committees were smoothed 
out, and it was decided to press one 
measure for the obtaining of a gov- 
ernment owned fleet of ships. 

Chairman Alexander, of the merchant 
marine committee, reported favorably 
to the house the bill providing for the 
Organization of a $10,000,000 company 
controlled by the government which 
will buy or build freight carrying ves- 
gels. A $30,000,000 issue of Panama 
canal bonds would be used to buy the 
ships, the government accepting bonds 
of the company as reimbursement. 

It was decided at the conference to 
amend this bill to allow the ships built 
Or purchased by the company to be 
utilized by the navy if necessary. The 
amendment is a compromise accepted 
by the naval committee members for 
their proposal that a fleet of naval aux- 
iliary vessels be purchased to meet the 
emergencies of trade, the ships being 
used as cargo-carriers as long as de- 
sirable. 

President Wilson made it clear at the 
conference that he believed no viola- 
tion of neutrality was to be feared in 
the purchase even of some of the Ger- 
man steamers now marooned in Ameri- 
can ports. He agreed entirely with the 
position taken by Secretary McAdoo 
aomimitte before the merchant marine 

mittee in urging a favorable report 
on the Alexander bill. ’ 

An executive order suspending cer- 
tain sections of the navigation laws, as 
je authorized under the registry bill 
passed last week, will be issued tomor- 
row. This and the signing of the war 
risk bill remove objections of various 
big shipping companies to placing their 
fleets under the American flag and such 
concerns as the United Fruit company, 
the Standard Oil company, the United 
States Steel corporation and the Dollar 
Steamship company, are expected to 
make immédiate applications. These 
companies alone would add 200 steam- 
ers to the American merchant marine. 


UNITED STATES GAINS * 
RIGHTS IN. CANAL ZONE 


Control of Harbors and Two 
Islands Secured by 
Treaty. 


Panama, September 2.—A treaty by 
which the United States gains control 
of the wators of the harbors of Colon 
and Ancon, together with other valua- 
ble rights, was signed here today by 
William Jennings Price, ‘the American 
minister, and Ernesto T. LeFevre, Pan- 
aman secretary of foreign relations. 

The new convention has been under 
negotiation for four years. Early last 
year negotiations were broken off by 
Panama because it then geemed im- 
possible to bring the two governments 
into accord. | 

The instrument replaces what has 
been known as the Davis agreement of 
June 15, 1904, in which the boundaries 
of the canal zone were tentatively fixed 
with the understanding that:a future 
formal treaty would fix the delimita- 
tion permanently. It also amplifies the 
Panama canal treaty of November 18, 
1903, under which the canal zone was 
-acquired from Panama. 

Panama, by provisions of the conven- 
tion, for the first time, will be placed in 
direct physical connection with the re- 
mainder of the country. Hitherto the 
capital has been cut off by the canal 
zone. A large tract of fertile land called 
“Tas Sabanas” or the Savannahs, was 
ceded to Panama. In this territory are 
located many of the handsome country 
estates of wealthy Panamans. 

The United States acquires abso- 
lute control over all the waters of 
Colon and Ancon harbors and in addi- 
tion two small islands lying in Ancon 
harbor, which are to be used for ob- 
servation and light stations by the 
coast artillery. One of these islands 
will be fortified. The site of Battery 
Hancock, on the Colon water front, is 
given to the United States as also is 
control of all piers at the north en- 
trance of the canal, costing approxi- 
mately $2,500,000. 

It is especially stipulated in_ the 
treaty that no-railway shall be built 
across the “Sabanas’’ without the con- 
sent of the United States and that the 
United States may retake and occupy 
a portion or all of these lands if 
needed for the protection and defense 
of the canal or its approaches. 

The treaty now will be sent to the 
Washington and Panama senates for 
ratification.

WILSON PLANS MESSAGE 
UN EMERGENCY REVENUE 


About $100,000,000 Must Be 
Provided to Offset Loss 
Through War.

Washington, September 2?2.—President 
Wilson tomorrow will begin prepara- 
tion of a messa&e which he plans to 
reac to congress Friday urging emerg- 
enecy revenue legislation to offset cur- 
tailment in customs receipts since the 
beginning of the European war. About 
$100,000,000 must’ be provided. 

Administration leaders in congress 
already have been studying available 
sources of special revenue and have 
been in frequent conference with Sec- 
retary McAdoo, of the treasury depart- 
ment. Senator Simmons, chairman of 
the finance committee, has co-operat- 
ed with Representative Underwood, 
chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee, in the-preliminary deliberations 
and both were convinced several weeks 
ago that war revenues would be neces- 
sary. It was agreed that the ways and 
means committee should work out a 
bill which will be reported next week. 

Mr. Underwood has asked the presi- 
dent to indicate what course he pro- 
posed to recommend in raising the 
needed revenues, but up to tonight the 
president had not done so. 

Suggestions have been made that 
beer, whisky, domestic wines, tobacco, 
railroad and theater tickets asoline, 
patent medicines, soft drinks ~ and 
other similar commodities be taxed. No 
agreement has been reached, “however, 
by the ways and means committee ma- 
jority. 

There is said to be a war revenue 
Plan which rests undisclosed in Ma- 
jority Leader Underwood’s mind. His 
purpose is not to call the committee 
together until the president’s message 
has beén received. He believes his 
plan will be simple enough to allow 
passage without delay. 

The treasury department reported 
today that customs revenues dropped 
off about $11,000,000 during August. 
Slight increases over August 1913 
were shown in internal revenue and 
corporation -tax returns, but the total 
receipts for the month were off. 


GERMANS QUIT ENGLISH 
VESSEL AT SAVANNAH 


Five Subjects of Kaiser, Fear- 
ing Capture, Go Ashore 
and Sue for Wages. 


Savannah, Ga., September 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Because they believe if they 
return to England they will be made 
prisoners of war, five Germans, mem- 
bers of the crew of the British steam- 
ship, Egyptiana, have left the vessel 
and today instituted praceedings in the 
federal court to collect wages due 
them. 

This makes six membDers of the crew 
that have left the vessel since it ar- 
rived two weeks ago. The boatswain, 
an American, left last week after ac- 
cepting $30 in full for $50 wages due 
him. ° 

The Germans are Ernest Kamper, 
who sued for $50; Michael Duember, 
Maurice Fabian, $64: L. Hurbter, 
$65, and Albert Totzki, $32. They al- 
leged that the Egyptiana soon will 
sail for Engiand and as they have 
heard Germans on other vessels ar- 
riving at English ports have been 
thrown in prison, they fear they may 
suffer the same fate if they return. 

According to the petition their con- 
tracts with Captain Williams, master 
of the vessel, provide that in case of 
war they are to be released. The libels 
were served on Captain Williams. He 
will furnish bond for twice the amount 
of the claims and the vessel will be 
released. No difficulty in supplying 
the vacancies in the crew is expected. 
The petitions were filed through F. 
T. Saussy. They will be heard in the 
federal court in November.

FARMERS UNION ASKS 
FUNDS FROM CONGRESS 


Committee Named to Appeal 
for Money to Finance 
Cotton. 


Fort Worth, Texas, September 2.— 
An appeal to congress to appropriate 
funds necessary to finance the market- 
ing of the cotton crop of 1914 was au- 
thorized today by the Farmers’ Edu- 
cational and Co-Operative Union of 
America in sesion here. Details of the 
plan to relieve the situation caused by 
the war in Europe, and the consequent 
market stagnation were left to the 
judgment of a committee which will go 
to Washington immediately to present 
the appeal. The delegation which will 
be named tomorrow, will include at 
least one representative from each of 
the cotton-growing states and the na- 
tional officers of the farmers’ organi- 
zation. 

This action was taken by the adop- 
tion of the report of a committee ap- 
pointed to devise a scheme to insure 
the movement of the present cotton 
crop. 

“But one course is open to any civi- 
lized .nation when any considerable 
number of its citizens are threatened 
with peril, occasioned by no fault of 
their Own, and that is direct aid from 
the federal treasury,’ the committee 
urged in its report. 

A resolution introduced by William 
H. Hedrick, an Indiana delegate, con- 
demning the present strife in Eyrope 
as a “relic of barbarism” also was 
adopted. The resolution urges. the 
establishment of an international par- 
liament and court of arbitration.

An Act te amend Article 11, section 3, 
paragraph 1, of the Constitution of this 
State, so as to authorize the General As- 
sembly to abolish the office of county treas- 
urer in any county of this state, and for 
other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Genera 
Assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby enact- 
ed by authority of the same, That Article 11, 
section 3, paragraph 1, of the Constitution of 
Georgia, be amended by adding at the end 
of said paragraph the words “and may 
abolish the office of county treasurer in any 
county,” so that said paragraph when so 
amended will read as follows, to wit: ‘“Para- 
graph 1. County officers to be untform. 
Whatever tribunal or offices: may hereafter 
be created by the General Assembly, for the 
transaction of county matters, shall be uni- 
form throughout the state, and of the same 
name, jurisdiction and remedies, except that 
the General Assembly may provide for the 
appointment of commissionefs of roads and 
revenues in any county, and may abolish 
the office of county treasurer-in any county, 
or fix the compensation of copnty treas- 
urers, and such compensation may be fixed 
without regard to uniformity of such com- 
pensation in the various counties. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That if this 
amendment shall be agreed to by two- 
thirds of the members of the General As-

An Act. to amend Article 3, Section 4, 
Paragraph 1, of the Constitution of Georgia, 
by extending the term of members of the 
General Assembly of the State until the 
time fixed by law for the convening the 
next General Assembly. 

The following amendment is hereby. pro- 
posed by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives to the people of Georgia to Ar- 
ticle 3, Section 4, Paragraph 1, of the Con- 
stitution of Georgia. 

Amend said Paragraph 1, of said Section 
4, of Article 3, as follows: 

By striking from said Paragraph 1 the 
words “until their successors are elected,” 
and inserting in lieu of said words in said 
Paragraph 1, the following words, to-wit.:

Amend further by adding to said Para-

“Death to Greasers!’’ Shouts 
Discharged Soldier in At- 
lanta Movie House. 


The horrors of the battlefield were 
vividly brought before an audience in 
an Atlanta theater Wednesday after- 
noon during the progress of a thrilling 
War movie drama when a victim of a 
Mexican bullet at Vera Cruz, suffering 
from hallucinations, was seized with an 
attack that required four husky am- 
bulance attaches to subdue him.

Leach, apparently 35 years old, of Co- 
lumbus, Ohio.

When a squadron of tonpedo boats 
were shown firing alternate broadsides, 
he was suddenly seized with the attack. 
He was carried into the ladies’ rest- 
room, where four attendants were re- 
quired to restrain him. He was shout- 
ing words of encouragement to imag- 
inary marine comrades, and was cry- 
ing, “Death to the greasers.”’ Until the 
arrival of an ambulance from the Grady 
hospital, he fought imaginary Mexicans 
like a demon. 

Upon the appearance of a surgeon, he 
complained of having been shot. Exami- 
nation revealed a bullet wound which 
he is said to have received during the 
marine invasion of Vera Cruz. He is 
recovering in the observation ward at 
Grady.

F. Jenkins, of Putnam; secretary, St. 
Elmo Massengale, of Fulton. 

All of these officials are made mem- 


‘members of the state committee, 


bers with voting powers. The resolu- 
tion further provided that the chair- 
man shall appoint fifteen additional] 
in- 
cluding one from each congressional 
district and three from the state at 
large. In conclusion the resolutions 
delegated to the state committee full 
power to act in connection with all af- 
fairs of the democratic party until the 
next convention meets. 

Delegates then began leaving Ma- 
con on every train. 

Mr. ardwick showed few signs of 
the fatigue he must have felt. For 
thirty-six hours he had had no sleep.

He remained on the stage in the 
convention hall until 10 o’clock Tues- 
day night, an interested spectator of 
all that transpired. While he made 
no direct statement the word had been 
passed around that Mr. Hardwick’s 
election was desired by him. He made 
no secret of the fact that he was tak- 
ing a hand in the temporary organiza- 
tion. Early in the Tuesday’s proceed- 
ings, J. E, Sheppard, of Sumter, stated 
to the convention that Senator Smith 
desired the election of W. F. Jenkins, 
of Putnam, as temporary chairman, 
and Judge E. J. Reagan as permanent 
chairman. 

To friends he stated that he would 
not have come to Georgia if he had 
felt assured the temporary orzganiz-- 
tion would be composed of men who 
were friendly to him.

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WILSON TO RUN AGAIN, 


DECLARES MARSHALL 


|Says President Will Be Candi- 
date for Re-Election 
in 1916. 


Washington, September 2.—A pub- 
lished statement by Vice President 
Marshall declaring that President Wil- 
son should run for re-election in 1916 
and would be the unanimous choice of 
his party aroused wide interest in con- 
gressional circles today, but white 
house officials refused to make any com- 
In democratic circles, however, 
it is taken for granted the president 
will be a candidate, although it was 
stated that so far as knéwn he has not 
given the question any personal atten- 
tion. 

The renomination of several senators 
and representatives who have support- 
ed the president on various questions 
has encouraged democratic campaign 
managers. In this connection’ particu- 
lar attention was paid today to the 
nomination of Representative Hard- 
wick for senator from Georgia. The 
praisé of the president’s Mexican policy 
in several democratic state platforms 
recently also has pleased the presi- 
dent’s adherents. 

The vice president’s statement is a 
discussion of the democratic outlook. 
The portion referring to the president 
reads: 

“The democratic party will have but 
one candidate for president in 1916, 
and his name happens to be Woodrow 
Wilson. He will have the entire and 
unqualified and united support of his 
party. Fair-minded democrats will 
recognize that he is entitled to a 
chance for a second term to prove the 
utility of his policies. 

“Lightning rods already up may as 
well be taken down and preserved for 


use; democratic lightning will not 
strike a rod in 1916.”
